Information received ^by^Htl|e J^dian 
government shows that the military 
strength of Ayoob Khan hasbe«n utter- 
ly underrated. 
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respondent' 'statesf^'that' the improv 
condition of the country and the . jiros- 
pect of abundant crops have caused the 
relief committees to propare]lo dissolve. 
There is littlo doubt, ho says, that^the 
money on hand will be enough to meet 
all pressing deipanda. 

CoNSTANTiNOPLK, Jidy 28.— What- 
ever the Sultan's real intentions are he 
is continuing the military preparations 
and efforts are making to obtain a 
small advance from Galatea bankers on 
the next year's tithes. As tho beys op- 
pose tho annexation of Turkish terri- 
tory to Greece for fear of losing their 
properties Goschen, British ' ambassa- 
dor, and somo of his colleagues have 
proposed to tho portc that if no resis- 
tance is made the powers will give an 
efficient guarantee that the landed and 
movable property of the. Musselmen 
shall be respected. ' - ■ - 

. ; London, July 29. — A correspondant 
fit Constantinople given the full text'of 
the jiorte's reply to the collective , note 
which concludes by asking the powers 
to authorize their representatives in 
Constantinople to come to an under- 
standing with tho portc with a view to 
facilitate the negotiations in regard to 
fi.^ing the frontier, 

-ViKNNA, July 29. — The powers aro 
fully determined to carry out to the 
last extremity the decisions of the Ber- 
lin conference. 

The porte's reply to the collective 
note of the powers is deferential in 
tone but affords no ground for hope 
that Turkey will accept the decision of 
tho Berlin conference. 

In the house of lords Earl Granville, 
foreign secretary, replying to an in- 
quiry, said communications have [}assed 
between Queen Victoria and the sultan 
of Turkey with tho knowledge and con- 
sent of the government. It-waa usual 
to i)resent such communications to par- 
liament, but to tho queen the sultan 
had in very cordial terms expressed 
that he would even at some sacrilice 
accede to tho wishes of Europe. 

Berlin, July 29. — Tho new taxes 
and duties voted by parliament in 1879 
have deceived tho expectations of lim 
government. The tobacco duties alone 
have shown a return of thirty million 
marks less than expected. It is there- 
fore necessary to invent new means for 
increasing tho revenue and the confer- 
ence at Coburgiof the fuance' tninisters 
ofthe various states of the empire is 
trying to solve the problem.
